Wednesday in London of the sleeping 
sickness. 


SLEEP SICKNESS 


FATAL TO LORD 


ALFRED MILNER 


Was Raised from Lowly Sta- 


tion to Peerage, Served as 
Minister of War * 


^Lord Milner. former minis 


ter of war. who has been ill some time, 
died here Wednesday at his home. 
Sturry court near Cant§rbury. Lord 
Milner had been suffering with sleep 
ing sickness. 


Viscount Alfred-Milner's death is the 


first fatality in the epidemic of sleep- 
ing sickness which has affected sever- 
al hundred persons throughout Great 
Britain. 


Physicians have been unable to ex 


plain the sudden appearance ot the 
disease. The cases have been mild and 
the patients have usually recovered 
rapidly, most of them being in bed 
about ten days. 


The rise of Alfred Milner from a 


humble commoner to a. peer of Eng- 
land and a knight of the Order of the 
Garter was a characteristic example 
of- the social revolution in England 
that followed the Victorian days". He 
was one of a group of men who. in 
the latter part of the Xineteenth cen- 
tury, pushed their way into political 
power in England, against the tradi- 
tion of a. governing class. 


When David Lloyd George became 


prime minister in December. 191G. Lord 
Milner enteied the cabinet as minister 
without portfolio. He became minister 
of war in 191S and the next year was 
named secretary of state for the colo- 
nies. The manner in which he handled 
the Irish situation, which had become 
acute, did not satisfy 
the Conserv- 


atives of the coalition government or 
the Irish factions and he resigned in 
February. J»2i. 


lx>rd Milner was created a knight 


of the Garter by royal warrant, being 
at that time the only member not of 
royal birth. He was »>orii March 23, 
1S34. the- son of Dr. Charles Milner. n 
country ph>sician of moderate circum- 
stances.

NOT GREETED 


BYtOOLIDGE 


Omission of Congratulatory 


Message Not to Be Re- 


garded as Hostile

It is not an obligation for the head 


of one state to congratulate another. 
It has been done in many rases but 
the oficials familiar with precedent 
say they do not 
keep (rack of the 


omissions as it is a question entirely 
within the volition of a friendly state, 
nnd the absence of a congratulatory 
message is not looked upon as any- 
thing unfriedly. 


MIGHT ."MISCONSTRUE 


The Fending of a message to von 


Hindenburg might, of course, be mis 
construed, on this side of thee Atlan 
tic on the part of those who feel 
that the aged field marshal !«* guilty 
of the acts which listed him as war 
criminal under the Versailles treaty. 


Xalurnlly the 
good wishes of the 


Ameiican goveinment go out to the 
German people and their government 
in reconstructing war torn Geermany 
and bringing about a condition that 
will enable the Germnns to pay their 
reparations and such expressions of 
hope and encouragement may still 
be made~ by President Coolidge when 
he receives the new German ambassa 
dor here. 
It is considered likely that any Ill- 


feeling which, may result among Ger- 
mans from an omission of a message 
of congratulation to von Hindenburg 
will be taken into account when M r. 
Coolidge replies to the formal address 
presented by the German envoy, who 
in fact will be von Hmdenburg's per- 
sonal representative and whose cre- 
dentials will be attested by the new 
president of Germany. 


HIGH HOPES 


Apart from the embarrassment pre- 


sented by the question of a personal 
message of congratulation, the induc- 
tion into office of the field marshal is 
looked upon here as an event 
that 


may ultimately prove the salvation of 
Germany. 


High hopes arc entertained that he 


will be able to consolidate the German 
political situation and make the Ger- 
man leaders realize the necessity for 
fulfillinig external obligations. 


On the whole, while there is skepti- 


cism about the effects of the iTralry 
between tfic monarchists nnd the Re- 
publicans and the possible disturb- 
ances that may ensue therefrom, the 
true desire of the administration here 
is that von Hindenburg will succeed 
in developing a unity Inside Germany 
and a better attitude toward the na- 
tions of the world, an attitude un- 
marked by remilitarization or finan- 
cial default.

Kut Savinkoff evidently took his 


life because he found there was little 
chance for his liberation. In a letter

would be released. Savinkoff said: 


"I thought that two courses would 


be open for 
me—cither I would be 


shot 
immediately, or if T told all I 


would be foi given and allowed to en- 
gage in some work." his plea went 
unanswered.

"The offense I have committed is

PRESIDENT VON HINDENBURG 
Von Hindcnburg has been inaugurated 


president of the German republic. He has 
laken oath to support the republic and by 
inference, to defend it against assault 
either by communists or monarchists. "v7e 
think he will adhere to this end. probably 
for ihe reason that it is not likely to be 
challenged during his term of office. 
The 


installation of Hindenburg was .accompa- 
nied by no violence and no disorder of any 
consequence. 
Apparently 
those 
who 


most strongly opposed him are willing to 
give him a chance- 


There are reasons why the republic 


should viSw with greater equanimity than 
one might expect the accession of von Hin- 
dcnburg. The reichstag is still under con- 
trol of the republicans by substantial ma- 
jority, and the reichstag selects the chan- 
cellor who. under the constitution, along 
with competent federal ministers, must 
countersign any decree or order of the 
president to be valid. 
Moreover, 
the 


reichstag was elected less than six months 
ago under a system which reflects the 
convictions of the German people on the 
question of form of government better 
than the recent election. Germany at the 
worst is still a long way removed from a 
return to monarchy or even control by the 
junkers. 


Lloyd George, the former prime minis- 


ter of Great Britain, says that in IMS judg- 
ment Germany will remain republican, al- 
though admitting that '""this may not 
mean that it will remain submissive.7' 
Doubtless it will be less submissive under 
Hindenburg than it would have been un- 
der Marx., There will be more pronounced 
opposition from him and the political 
forces he represents to the Versailles trea- 
ty and to a full discharge of the Daves 
reparations obligations. 
AV"e have a hint 


of this not only in Hindcnburg's previous 
declarations, but in his inaugural state- 
7nent that it will be a part of his policy to 
''remove the stain from Germany/' 


"We think we may Jook for a more vig- 


orous display of nationalism under the 
new regime than has been manifested since 
the war. 
Naturally 'and necessarily it 


will be met by renewed resistance on the 
part of the allies, particularly France.. 
To what degree the positions of Germany. 
Great Britain and France can be recon- 
ciled is tho doubtful factor in the new 
government, 
liiodenhuri: will use his 


best efforts to restore the economic, po- 
litical, and possibly military, power of, 
Germany. In at least sojnc of these fields 
he should l>c a highly resourceful man. 


It. would be better for Germany and 


for tin,- world if he "would satisfy himself 
with a restoration of Germany's interna- 
tional position while at the same lime li- 
quidating in good faith the penalties of 
war assessed against her. If he does not 
do Ihis the prospect of peace and under- 
standing in Kiiropc will be badly Houded. 
while lhat <-on«:ert of nations urged by 
President rovlidg* for the d<-st ruction of 
war will l»e indefinitely pos.tpon<-d. 


wnr (hat would be waged between two 
nations. Not only do we seek to prevent 
the entrance of rum runners to our ports, 
but we aim to destroy their boats and if 
necessary to kill those who operate them. 
The nun runners retaliate with the same 
kind of warfare. 
They will kill at the 


drop of the hat and on less provocation 
than a Chicago bandit. 


If the government were engaged in a 


war with one of the lesser nations, like 
Norway. Sweden. Portugal, Spain or 
even Italy, there would be no doubt about 
the result. The issue would terminate in 
a decisive finality, and of course in its 
favor. 
Consider; then, the fact that the 


power of rum smugglers and liquor inter- 
ests appears to be greater in a conflict 
with this government than would any of 
the nations referred to. as the outcome of' 
this contest is in doubt—in fact, very 
much in doubt. It may seem to succeed 
for a time, but there are few who believe 
the campaign will end in effectually dry- 
ing up the channels through which liquor 
flows so freely into the United States, 
not that the United States has not the 
power, physically, to dry them up. but be- 
cause the political power of the organized 
liquor traffic is so great that it will per- 
mit the government to go only so far in 
its assault, arid no further. 


The entrenchment of the liquor traf- 


fic in the politics of this country is beyond 
the remotest conception of the ordinary in-, 
dividual. It is so great in the city of Chica- 
go that that metropolis is absolutely help- 
less in its grasp and can do practically 
nothing to stem the tide of crime that is 
overrunning it. 
If the people of Outaga- 


mie count}- knew the extent to which boot- 
legging and, the liquor business is en- 
trenched in politics they would be sur- 
prised. 


Similar conditions exist all over the 


United States. 
They are worse in some 


cities than others and in some towns than 
others, but this is only because certain 
cities and towns are concentration points 
for the liquor traffic and into and out of 
which it works. In some of these places 
they have virtually taken over the control 
of government and have paralyzed the po- 
lice powers. 
The task of drying up the 


United States, therefore, is political. 
It 


is not a question of machine guns, swift 
revenue cutters, vigilant and fearless 
sleuths 
and adequate police .personnel, t 


for all of these may readily J)e had. 
It 


is a question of how far the government, 
commencing at Washington, extending to 
the state capitals and large cities where 
the traffic flourishes, and terminating in 
the local communities, will go in defying 
the political power of the liquor ring, and 
to what extent the people can be aroused 
to the rescue of governmental machinery 
from the clutch, of this ring. 


The drying up of the United States is 


a monumental undertaking. 
It is monu- 


mental because of the taking over .of po- 
litical power to so large an extent by the 
liquor traffic and by the desperate ex- 
tremes to which it is prepared to go to 
resist its dislodgement. coupled with pub- 
lic ignorance of the real conditions and 
public indifference to the symptoms which 
are disclosed.

PHYSICIANS SEEM TO DISAGREE 


Reading your Interesting column recently, just 


after an interview with my own physician, who 
advised mo to practice deep breathing regularly, 
'l am tempted to ask your opinion on this much 
mooted question of proper breathing. What exer- 
cises, if any. should one take for better breathing? 
I. believe you have given your views in print, but 
I have not the record. (S. N. T.) 


Deep breathing is one of several much misunder- 


stood questions which have an important bearing 
on health and which are essentially Questions of 
physiology. 
As every school boy knows. I am 


about to say that if the rudiments of physiology 
were taught in common school 
these questions 


would not be mooted or debatable. 


Various deep breathing exercises are of value in 


the treatment of certain disease conditions' par- 
ticularly certain pleural lesions. But that is an in- 
dividual .medical problem to be left entirely to the 
Individual medical adviser. 


Few even of the popular books dealing with 


health or hygiene give the layman any light on the 
question of deep breathing, though it is common 
enough for short cut healers and mail order hum- 
bugs of. various kinds to urge • deep breathing as 
an indiscriminately helpful exercise. A rerfent book 
entitled "Personal Hygiene Applied." by Jesse Feir- 
r.g Williams, A.' B.,- M. D., who is well known as 
lead of the physical 
education 
department 
in 


teachers college. Columbia university, goes into the 
question of deep breathing in a painstaking and 
lluminating way and Dr. Williams shows tho un- 
scientific character of so called deep breathing ex- 
ercises for general health building. Dr. Williams 
further • describes the unhygienic consequences of 
deep breathing. He reminds the reader that breath- 
ng exercises and large lungs or. a a big chest expan- 
sion are no assurance of protection against tuber- 
culosis. He calls attention to several other points 
ijrainst the absurdity of deep breathing exercise as 
in exercise and winds up with the sound conclusion 
hat general physical exercise should be used to ac- 
complish everything which the misinformed strive 
•ainly to accomplish with their silly deep breath- 
ng: exercises. The book is published by W. B. 
Saunders company, Philadelphia. Deep breathing 
exorcise is not the only popular foible which Dr. 
Williams disposes of in "Personal Hygiene 
Ap- 


plied."
